Portland, Ore.—Three hundred and 
seventeen in 1915; 356 now. 

Birmingham, Ala.—Cost $32,250 more 
when “ wet” than when “dry.” Cost of 
operating jails decreased 25 per cent. 

Omaha, Neb.—Salaries of patrolmen 
increased, but number of men de- 
creased over last “wet” year. On 
Dec. 31, 1918, only four persons in 
city jail and eight in county jail on 
city complaints.

The attempt to wrest control of the 
congress from union labor by. the 
“isms” started-:early.. John -Pitz- 
patrick, president of the Chieagd Fed- 
eration of Labor, tried to-antitipate 
trouble when, in introducing’ E. D. No- 
lan, secretary treasurer of the Mooney 
Defense league, as temporary chair- 
man, he said: 

“The results of this meeting can 
shove the organized labor movement | 
miles ahead or shove it years back- 


wards.” 

Three Steps 
Nolan, on taking the gavel, read 
the recommendations upon which the 
congress had been called @nd. said 
three steps are proposed. The; first 
is an appeal to the United States 
department of justice to invoke writs 
of habeas corpus on the grounds that 
due process of law was not exercised in 
the case. An appeal to congress is 
the second move, along with publicity. 
The third recommended read: 

“If federal relief is not granted. and 
legislation is not speedily forthcoming, 
labor will, as a last resort, be compelled 
to use its economic power either | 
through the boycott or the strike wea- 

pon. The labor congress ought to con- 

sider the setting of a definite date after 
which a strike should be inaugurated 
to preserve the principle that there is 
no wrong without a remedy.” 

Nolan had hardly finished reading 
when the storm broke. A credentials 
committee headed by “Jim” Duncan 
of the A. F. of L. started to ascertain 
who were bona-fide delegates. Nolan 
ruled that “ this is a trade union meet- 
ing” and “not a political meeting.” 
He ruled delegates from the I. W. W. 

and socialist organizations could not 
participate.

The extensive usage of nitric acid in man- 
ufacturing, its demand by chemical labora-

‘should make its manufacture profitable, and 
| if, as you state, you have found a cheap way 

of extracting it from the air, there is every 

reason to believe such a plant would’ suc- 
ceed. Up to this time the production of 
‘nitric acid from the air has depended upon 
the ability to secure electricity in enormous 
quantities with little cost. Only such sec- 
tions of the country where water power is 
abundant offer anything like a profitable 
field for this form of manufacture. 

| 2. The present market price of nitric acid 
is 8% cents a pound for the commercial 
product in carboy lots, and I6 cents per 
pound for the chemically pure product. in 
carboys, with an extra charge for the car- 
boys.

monument in the forest preserve was 


taken yesterday afternoon. President 
Peter Reinberg of the forest preserve 
commissioners-named a committee to 
take charge of the memorial plans. 
The committee is expected to meet in 
a few days to formulate plans. 
’ Mr. Reinberg and Commissioner Dan- 
fel Ryan were prepared to submit reso- 
lutions to the forest board providing 
for the memorial and the creation of a 
committee to carry out the plan. Owing 
to @ controversy over the control of 
the board, which resulted in a hasty ad- 
journment, no action on the resolutions 
was taken. 
“I could not see why the Roosevelt 
memorial should be delayed through a 
#quabble over another matter,” Mr. 
Reinberg said. “Therefore I weht 
ahead and named the committee. It 
will determine the form and location 
of the mémorial, and the board will 
have to act upon‘it. It cannot possibly 
refuse its assent. 


Picks Representative Committee. 

“Col. Roosevelt was a man whose 
‘human sympathies were of the widest, 
whose experience embraced the whole 
range of human affairs, whose wide and 
varied knowledge ran the gamut of 
human learning and touched every side 
and phase of human society. I have 
therefore tried to name a representa- 
tive committee, one whose personne! 
will reflect in miniature the complex- 
ity of the social, political, commercial, 
industrial, professional, financial 
phases of the city’s life. I may have 
ma&e mistakes of omission. but, if I 
have, these will be rectified, for there 
is no limit to the size of the committee, 
any more than there is to the esteem 
in which the memory of Col. Roosevelt 
{is held.” 

Mr. Reinberg will send today to each 
man and woman named on the com- 
mittee the following letter: 

“I have the honor to name you one 
of a committee to have in charge a pro- 
posed memorial to the late Col. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, to bé erected at some 
spot to be selected—preferably by your 
advice—in the Forest Preserve district 
of Cook county. 

Asks Early Action. 

“It is highly desirable that this 
movement gain headway as rapidly as 
possible, and I would be greatly obliged 
to have your acceptance of this ap- 
pointment-at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, so that the committee may get 
together and formulate definite plans 
with the least delay.”

| B. J. ROSENTHAL’S VIEWS | 


Do you want to know Aow to keep a 
housemaid in your home? Benjamin J. 
Rosenthal, who served as chairman of 
the Chicago committee on unemployed, 
has made a study of the problem, tried 
it in his own home, proved its efficien- 
cy, has written a book about it, and 
some other things. The book is called 
“ Reconstructing America.” 

In the first place, he points out, 
waiting on a person in a store is no 
less menial than waiting on him in 
his own home. We have merely built 
up a false standard, he thinks. The 
wage scale for help is good, he says, 
the average domestic, considering her 
food, her room, and other things, get- 
ting $18 or $20 a week in value re- 
ceived for her labor. 


How to Make a Maid Happy. 


The trouble, he suggests, is that too 
many women make their maids “feel 
menial.” To make a maid happy, he 
advises, provide these things: 

Good books, good beds, good food, 
and good treatment; give her a room 
that is fit to live in and remember she’s 
human, 

As a result of trying his own recipe, 
he writes: 

“We have experienced little or no 
difficulty in finding satisfactory maids 
during the years we have kept house. 
We have seldom had a domestic leave 
us except for some good personal 
reason.” 

Mr. Rosenthal advances the theory 
that an investigation should be made 
to determine what is a “living wage” 
for women. To this he suggests a 
“margim of safety” of 25 per cent be 
added as a protection for womanhood. 
He suggests that this be made com-
